Wasiiinoton, Mny 15.- The woather 
buiciui, ill its rt'Kuliir weekly report of 
Wf'iither crop conditions, says: The 
great feature of the week was (he re- 
markably cool ware, which oviertpread 
nearly the whole of the conntiy ea*t at 
the Rooky moantains on the 11th and 
12th, was attended by freezing weather 
in the northern states aud irost as far 
south as tlie Ohio valiey aud western 
portion of Sonth Carolina. This period 
of cold baa proved Tery nnf aTonble to 
growing oropa and mnoh injury hat 
salted from Irmta thronRhont the north- 
ern portions of tlie couiitrv. 

The line of freezini^ tciiiprratuie ex- 
teuds from western Alont.tu i suiitlieast- 
ward to western Nebraska, theuce

A special from Hardford, Kv , anys 
that the farmera ol Ohio County are 
having a aerfoaa time. The news comes 
from all parts of the county that wheat 
and oats are being rained by a small 
worm entirely unknown heretofore. It 
eats the blade up clean to the atalk. One 
peculiarity about the worma ia that 
they are inaide of the blade.

They are aboat one-aix- 
teenth of an inch in len^rth and small, 
perfectly white and are ruining what
